“There are in Dndin SO00000L060
brown people and only 270000 w hites,
all told, but such n howl went up from
those whites that the authoritles were
glad to reseimd this sentimental action
as quickly as possible, aond they did Tt
ina burry, aod that was the last of i,
though the natives of Tndla are a wace
superior in all respects 1o the Tagalos
and mestizgos of the Philippines.  In
Manila the man who hins been appoint-
ed Judge of the supreme court Is o na-
tive, who has nothing in his wanners
or appearance 1o distinguish him inany
way from the man and brother who
cleans your shoes or tnkes care of your
borses. The other day his honor the
chlef Justice was walking across a hall
in the jJudiclary bullding when he spat
upon the beautiful tiled door. Perhaps
be was dreawing of the rathole of a
nipa huot o which his boyhood days
were passcd, AU any rate, he comnit
ted the above abominable  offense
